THE GREAT NAVAL PARADE. 


Gallant 
W ar 
Ships 
Seen And 
B o o m in g Canno n Heard.

N ew'-Y ork , April 29 .—New-York to day 
began the joyous celebration of its centennial 
festivités. 
Old T rinity’s clock had scarcely 
rung in the gladsome time and its echoes had 
scarcely flided away in the historic neighbor­ 
hood which it overlook s when the streets 
round about took on an unaccustom ed ap 
pearance. 
The crowds which had thronged 
the principal thoroughfares of the City all 
day yesterday to such an ex tent that travel 
was difficult and uncom fortable, began to 
show themselves to-day before m orning had 
fairly brok en and hour by hour the throngs 
iocreased. 
As the tim e for the formal open­ 
ing of the ex ercises of the day drew near, the 
low er 
portion 
of 
the 
City 
became 
a 
veritable 
sea 
of 
hum anity. 
New- 
York 
never 
saw 
the 
lik e 
before. 
The sun rose, this m orning, am id clouds 
and mist. 
In a short time, however, its rays 
chased away the clouds which in an hour re­ 
turned again. 
The wind was cold, and early 
risers were forced to button their overcoats 
tighter about them. 
By 7 o’clock the sun ap­ 
peared again in all its splendor, only to he 
obscured once more. 
It seemed as if the 
Signal 
Office 
prediction 
of 
generally 
fair 
w eather, 
to-day, 
and 
probably 
cloudy 
at 
times, 
would 
prove 
true. 
The people who were abroad appeared not to 
have every confidence in the promises of the 
Signal Office, however, and the m ajority of 
them carried umbrellas in ex pectation of sud­ 
den descendance of rain at any moment. 
A djutant Ja y Gould W arner, representing 
the Veterans of 18 12, at sunrise, hoisted the 
National flag on the old fort in the Park . 


A NOVEL SCENE. 
The scene was in every respect a novel 
one. 
T hroughout the City on every street 
and avenue through which the m ilitary and 
civic parades will pass to-morrow and W ed­ 
nesday, decorators and carpenters were busy 
putting touches to the holiday dress of pub­ 
lic and private buildings, and in driving the 
last nails into the thousands of stands, public 
and private, which line the route. 
Many 
were also engaged in repairing the ravages 
which the storm had made in the splendor of 
the flags and bunting which were flung to the 
uncanny breezes last week . 


THE DECORATIONS. 
Never before in the history of the country 
has there been such a display of flags and 
bunting as that which, to day, greeted the 
citizen as he left his home to view the 
first 
of 
the 
Centennial 
displays. 
The 
City 
is 
literally 
clothed 
in 
red, 
white 
and 
blue, the 
National emblem, 
there being everywhere evidence of lavish 
ex penditure of money for decorations. 
To 
say that one mass of flags is handsomer than 
another is wholly unnecessary. 
Each drap­ 
ing is of splendid beauty, and loses its in di- 
viduality in the great cellection of artistic 
work . 
Of the buildings 
below the City 
Hall 
the 
most 
noticeable 
are 
those 
opposite 
the 
Equitable 
Building, 
the 
Drex el-Morgan building, the Custom House, 
the various ex changes and last, but not least, 
the Sub-Treasury. 
The display at the last 
named place created an attraction for a large 
crowd of people. The eight massive columns 
in front of the buildings are entwined with 
flags and from each column a United States 
shield 
is 
displayed. 
The 
stand 
on 
which 
the 
ex ercises 
took 
place 
win 
covered with numberless tastefully arranged 
flags and coats-of-arms. 
Large American 
flags cover the walls of the barge office and 
each window is framed with the National 
emblem. 
The decorations at T rinity Church 
are m ainly about the entrances and consist of 
a simple but beautiful display of large flags. 
F rom a window in the sleeple protrudes a 
pole on which is suspended a large flag. The 
greater part of St. Paul's decorations are in 
the center of the altar, W ashington’s pew,and 
the windows and columns have all a draping 
of flags, while from the spire of the church 
floats two flags. 
The tablet to the memory 
of Gsueral Richard Montgomery, in front of 
the edifice, is tastefully draped. 
The decora­ 
tions oa the City Hall are of a most artistic 
nature. 
Im mediately over the entrance arc 
eight Am erican flags arranged in the form of 
half-rosettes. 
The balcony above is trimmed 
w ith 
a 
shield, 
surrounded 
by half 
a 
dozen 
small 
flags, 
and 
in 
the 
centre is a portrait of General W ashington. 
Above the balcony is set a large picture 
representing a collection of colonial flags. 
It 
is plank ed on either sjde bv triangularly- 
draped flags and each corner of the central 
ex tension of the building is hidden beneath 
the folds of a large flag, Each window in the 
front has a base consisting of a half-rosette 
of flags and a coat-of-arms of some foreign 
country 
and 
above 
them 
float 
small 
colonial flags. 
In the spaces between the 
windows appear the arm s of the States. 
On 
the Broadway side of the building the w in­ 
dows are draped as in the front, and two im ­ 
mense flags are spread to their fullest ex tent 
across the top. 
The Post-Office, always in 
public demonstrations one of the finest dec- 
prated buildings in the City, is even more 
elaborately decorated than it has heretofore 
been. 
Every

boasts

appear 
in such num bers that the effect is couspiou 
ous but beautiful, 
Every window ju tjie Aa- 
tor House floats a good-sized American flag, 
and over the Broadway eutrance are tasteful­ 
ly draped two large flags. 
At the Equitable 
building the decorations consist of a large 
rosette placed at the top of the building and 
13 streamers, each about 300 feet long, hang 
from 
the

T he 
corridors of

where the President made his

trance, 
had 
no 
decorations, 
but

the rooms of the Lawyers’ Club, where he was 
tendered a lunch, there was

The table was lighted by 
102 electric lights and the centre was covered 
ryjth a mass of beautiful flowers.

At 
Fifth-avenue and W ashington Square is an 
arch made to represent stone.

President landed is one of the most brilliant­ 
ly decorated spots in the City; the roof is one 
floating mass of flags anil steamers.

T r e nt on , N. J ., A pril 29 .—The first faint 
gray streak s of daw n were visible as the 
Presidential train drew to a stop at \\ est- 
Philudelphia, when a change of engines was 
made, No. 417 being hitched to the front and 
the lirst stop of consequence was made. The 
rain, which it was hoped had been left be­ 
hind, was present, m ak ing the opening of 
the day misty and disagreeable. 
It had been 
ever 
present as 
a few 
drops bad been 
noticed before the train lett W ashington, but 
the hope had been indulged iu that it was 
only a passing April shower and that its 
presence was but tem porary. 
Shortly after 
leaving W ashington the train became the 
abode of sleep, every one following the ex ­ 
ample of President Harrison, who did not 
wait until the cars rolled out of the station to 
seek repose. 
A DELIGHTFUL LUNCH. 
The only ex cuse any one had for not im ­ 
mediately retiring was the fact that in the 
forward part of the train, devoted to the uses 
of the newspaper m en, a delightful lunch 
was spread by the officials of the road in 
charge, which was enjoyed until Baltimore 
was reached. 
The tim e of the train was 
more rapid than the official schedule called 
for, and so it was that no stop of any conse­ 
quence or note was made until West P hila­ 
delphia was reached. 
This was at 4:45, 
when the schedule called for W ilmington at 
5 A. M. 
TRAVELED FASTER THAN WASHINGTON. 


The trip, which had required George W ash­ 
ington, 100 years ago, several days to mak e, 
was beine covered in these later days in the 
train of Pullm an coaches and all the aids to 
travel both ex peditious and lux urious, in as 
many hours and in very much more com ­

TIIE ARRIVAL AT TRENTON.

E l iz a b e t h , N. J ., April 29 .—The train 
drew up at Trenton at G o’clock in the midst 
of a concourse of people that filled the sta­ 
tion platform and the space adjoining. While 
the traiu halted at Trenton the private car of 
General Sewell, Vice-President of the West- 
Jersey Railroad Company, carrying the offi­ 
cial party of the State and guests, was at­ 
tached and the train started for Elizabeth. 
The party on the train consisted of the fol­ 
lowing Dersons : Governor Greene, General 
Sewell, General Stryk er, the members of the 
New-Jersey Centennial Committee, the Rev.

As the train rolled into Elizabeth it was 
greeted by a Presidential salute from a bat­ 
tery of local artillerym en, while on the other 
side of the road was draw n up a corps of 
Continental Cadet boys, whose appearance 
occasioned many favorable comments from 
the occupants of the train. 
Before the party 
reached Elizabeth President Harrison and 
party with their guests received the Governor 
and General Stryk er of the New Jersey Cen 
tenuial Committee. 


RECEPTION AT ELIZABETH. 


President Harrison found this City of 45,- 
000 inhabitants wild w ith patriotism on his 
entrance. 
The fire-alarm signalled the en 
trance to the City of the train, and the echoes 
were tak en up by the church bells, which 
were rung for 15 minutes. 
The City was 
lavishly decorated, and the population was 
more than doubled by people who poured in 
from all over the State and elsewhere. 
The 
Presidential 
party 
were 
escorted 
in 
carriages to the Governor’s residence. 
The Governor’s liou.se and grounds were elab­ 
orately decorated with the Stale flags and 
hunting', and the streets in the vicinity were 
pack ed with people. 
At the residence a 
break fast was served. 
A fter break fast Gov­ 
ernor Green and Mrs. Green, President H ar­ 
rison and Mrs. Harrison, aud 
Vice-Pres­ 
ident 
Morton and Mrs. Morton received 
the 
distinguished 
men 
of 
the 
State 
and 
prom inent 
citizens. 
The 
reception lasted from 
8 30 t0 9 o'clock . 
The procession was in seven divisions. 
Im ­ 
mediately after the reception came the re­ 
view of the procession by the President. 
President Harrison ack nowledged each salute 
as the procession passed the stand in review. 
W hen the Grand Army had passed the pro­ 
cession halted and the Presidential party 
Jeft 
the 
stapd 
for 
their 
carriages. 
The entire procession then moved through 
the route as near as could be over which 
W ashington rode, passing many of the old 
houses Including the Boudinct House, which 
was appropriately decorated. 
There were 
m any attractive and novel features in the 
parade. 
The Union County Farm ers made a 
historic display illustrating the two periods— 
17 8 9 
and 
18 8 9 . 
T he 
procession 
was 
the 
largest 
and 
most 
magnificent 
ever witnessed in Elizabeth and the impres­ 
sive scenes were such us were never seen be­ 
fore in the State. 
The streets were spanned 
by niches adorned w ith evergreens, bunting 
afid mpttoes. 
A t Uniou Square a bridge was 
built across the street and from it 49 school 
girls, representing the States aqd Territories, 
waved banners and dropped bouquets of 
flowers on the procession as it marched under 
the arch, which was decorated with patriotic 
legends and portraits of W ashington and H ar­ 
rison. 
EMBARKED ON THE DISPATCH. 


President Harrison 
and 
Vice-President 
Morton embark ed on the Dispatch at 10:40 
o’clock . They were rowed from the Alcyone 
boat-house to the ship in a small-boat. 
The 
Dispatch, under com m and of Lieutenant 
Cowles,was a perfect rainbow of bunting and 
ensigns.

W hen well in the Kull a launch Irom the 
Dispatch, containing Senators Kvarts and 
Hiscock , steamed bv the President, and an 
ex change of salutations were made. 


THE TRIP UP THE BAY. 
W hile all were waiting for the word that 
President Harrison was coming, the deep 
boom of a gun suddenly arose above the hiss­ 
ing of steam and the swash of stcumlioat 
paddles. 
Instantly every man in the vast 
fleet 
was 
on 
the 
alert 
for 
orders. 
The 
gun 
was 
the 
signal 
from 
the 
tug 
Nina, 
anchored 
in 
the 
Kill Von Kull,and it meant that the Dispatch 
with the Presidential partv on board, was 
opposite Port Richmond. 
T hen another re­ 
port from a cannon set every one in action. 
This was the signal from the Chicago for all 
vessels to heave up anchors short and prepare 
to move. 
Hardly had this been accomplished 
when the Dispatch hove in sight. 
Following 
close in its wak e was theE rastus W im an, the 
Sirius and Monmouth tilled with invited 
guests and their families. 
The flag ship of 
the M erchant Marine, the Bergen, brought 
up with the Nina in the rear. 


CANNON BOOMED. 
As the little war-ship em erged from the 
Kill Von Kull the yacht cannon began to 
boom in quick succession. First the National 
salute of 21 guns was tired and soon there 
was a perfect roar of cannon big and little, 
aud clouds of thick white smok e bung over 
the bay lik e a bank of sea fog. 
Belches of 
fire flashed through the smok e lik e streak s of 
lightning, giving the scene a lurid glare. The 
scene was a stirring one. 
Faintly above the 
roar of the cannon could be heard the 
shrill pipe of the boat’s whistles. 
On the 
revenue cutters, yachts and men-of-war in a 
trice sturdy tars manned the yards and cross- 
trees and with heads uncovered gave hearty 
American cheers as the Dispatch steamed 
slowly by. The officers stood with uncovered 
heads as the Dispatch came opposite the flag­ 
ships of the different squadrons. 
The latter, 
one on each side, steamed and accompanied 
the war-ship the length of the squadron, 
then

was 
blown. 
As 
the 
Dispatch 
came 
opposite the Chicago the entire fleet of over 
400 steamers blew their w histles which made 
a tremendous diu, coupled w ith the incessant 
gun firing and was k ept up for three or four 
minutes. 
On went the stately war ship up 
through the channel and into the East River, 
where it earne to anchor off the foot of Wall- 
street.

ini was tired from the Chicago and the 
anchors that had been hove up short were 
got on board with alacrity. 
Then began u 
realistic parade. 
The sight of the hundreds 
of vessels will long be remembered by the 
thousands of people along the dock and the 
riv erfront of the Hudson. 
Almost every 
steamer of any size had a baud of music 
aboard and the variety of airs that floated 
ashore on the hazy air was something re­ 
mark able. 
The 
Chicago 
steamed 
on 
until 
opposite 
Thirty-Fourth- 
street, when another gun was fired. 
This 
was the signal for the yachts and cutters to 
disperse and lik e a huge flock of swans they 
graccfulley heeled around and sped down 
the Bay to their anchorages. Then the Naval 
vessels came to anchor off Fifty-First-street. 


THE NAVAL PARADE. 
The arrangem ents for the Naval Parade 
were carried out to the letter. 
At 7 o’clock 
the steam er Dispatch, having ou board A d­ 
miral Porter, General Schofield and reprc- 
ntatives ot the Centennial Committee, left 
the foot of East-Twenty-Six th-street and gay 
with floating "flags, started down the East 
River ou its trip to Elizabeth port, where it 
met 
President Harrison and 
his 
party. 
Crowds 
had 
gathered 
at 
the 
pier 
and 
cheered 
the 
Despatch 
as 
it left. 
By this tiinu the harbor was literally 
alive with sailing craft of every description 
and whistles sounded 
and guns boomed 
salutes as the Dispatch pick ed its was on its 
course. 
Half a dozen big men-of-war were 
moored in the vicinity of Governor's Island 
and Ellis Island awaiting the return of 
the 
President’s 
bout. 
These 
men-of- 
war 
were 
the 
Chicago, 
carrying 
the flag of the Secretary of the Navy; the 
Boston, carrying the A dm iral’s flags; the 
Atlanta, York town, Juniata, Yantie, Essex 
and 
Jam estown. 
All 
were 
beautifully 
decorated with flags ami bunting. 
The stall 
of the Admiral and Grand Marshal reported 
to Rear Admiral Jew ett at 7 o’clock a . 
m ., 
on the tug Nina, at the foot of Twcnty-Six th- 
strcct, who at once steamed down the Bay 
and went ou board bis flag ship, the Chicago. 


FORMATION OF THE LINE. 
The general formation of the line was a 
column consisting of the Naval Division, the 
Revenue Divisiou and the Y acht Division, in 
the order named, which anchored a little to 
the west of mid-channel with head 200 yards 
south of the W hile Buoy, northeast of Ellis 
Islaud. 
THE NAVAL DIVISION. 
The vessels of the naval division, formed 
in single column, 200 yards apart and in the 
follow ing order; Chicago, Kearsarge, Yantie, 
Essex , Brook lyn, Jam estow n, Juniata, York ­ 
town and Boston. 
REVENUE AND YACHT DIVISION. 
The vessels of the Revenue and Yacht D i­ 
vision 
formed in 
double 
column,

tween column ; the eastern colum n directly 
astern of the Naval Division. 
The Revenue 
Division included the steamers U. S. Grant, 
Samuel Dex ter, Albert G allatin and A lex ­ 
ander Hamilton; the harbor tugs M anhattan, 
G. W ashington and W , E. Chandler. 
The 
Yacht Division included the vessels of the 
New-York Yacht Club, the Atlantic, Corin­ 
thian, Seawanuak a, Am erican and Larch- 
mont Clubs. 
The sailing

were 
anchored between Ellis and Bedloe’s Islands. 


MERCUANT-MARINE DIVISION. 
Close in shore, dressed in flags and colors 
for the length of the first colum n, and about 
onc-and n-half miles in the rear of 
the 
first column, was the M erchant-M arine D ivi­ 
sion, 10 squadrons, in double line on oppo­ 
site sides of the channel, the heads of the ves­ 
sels opposite to Red Hook and Oyster Island 
respectively. 
THE COMMANDER. 
The Naval Parade was iu com m and of A d­ 
m iral D. D. Porter. 
Rear Adm iral Jam es E.

flag of the Admiral of the N avy at the main­ 
top of the Boston. 
The National ensigns 
were run up to the top of all other m ast­ 
heads. 
THE NATIONAL SALUTE.

of 21 guns was 
fired by the men-of-war beginning with the 
Chicago in 10-second intervals. 


ROUTE OF THE DISPATCH.

The avenue through which the President’s 
vessel passed was lined with tlie largest fleet 
of ships ever seen in this country. 
As the 
Dispatch came out of the Kil Von Kull a 
signal was given and as the vessel passed the 
head of the colum n orders were given to 
man the yards. 


THE YARDS MANNED. 
At the command all hands went aloft anil 
manned the yards. 
Blue jack ets in Sunday 
attire ran nim bly up the rigging, walk ed out 
on the yards and facing tlie Dispatch, saluted 
the Commander-iu Chief. 
The first gun was 
fired from the flag ship Chicago, closely fol­ 
lowed by the other w ar ships in the fleet. 
Each ship fired a full President’s salute of 21 
guns. 
The Chicago’s brass band, in full 
dress, played the National anthem “ Am er­ 
ica.” 


TIIE PARADE BEGINS. 
As the President passed anchors were 
tripped and the great naval parade began. 
The war ships fell into line, followed by the 
rest of the fleet. 
The first column passed up 
the North River where it was dismissed and the 
second column of m erchant vessels followed 
the Dispatch as it steamed up the East River to 
its landing at W all-street. The route the Mer­ 
chant Marine took was the course around 
Governor’s Island, along the east shore, pass­ 
ing the President’s boat on its starboard side 
and continuing up the East River to the stak e 
boat off Newtown Creek , thence down the 
west shore around the Battery, up the N orth 
River to Forty-Second street; then returned 
to pass the flagship in review off Governor’s 
Island and was dismissed. 


SPECTACLE ALONG RIVER FRONT. 
The spectacle along the River front was a 
beautiful one, the procession of steamers be­ 
ing 
impressive. 
Thousands of spectators 
covered every point of view. 
The big bridge 
was thronged with people, and the top of 
every buildiug was covered w ith a black 
mass of hum anity. 
Every wharf and pier, 
every sailing vessel In p o r t, and all the foreign 
steamers were decorated with bunting and 
crowded with sight-seers. 
THE PRESIDENT’S RAROE. 
On the arrival of the Dispatch opposite 
AVall-strect ferry the ships anchored, and a 
barge, manned by a crew ot shipmasters from 
the Marine Society of the Port of New-York , 
with Captain Ambrose Snow, the President, 
as cox swain, went out to the vessel. 


NAMES OF TIIE ROWERS. 
The names of the crew were: Captains G. 
1). S. Frask , Jam es Park er, J. Duer, Albert 
Spencer,G. A. Dearborn, Benjamin S. Marsh, 
S. W hitman. S. G. Fairchilds, Richard Luce, 
George L. N orton, J. U rquhart and W . A. 
Ellis. 
The members of the crew were uni­ 
formed in black frock coats, striped trowsers 
and silk hats. 
The barge selected to bear the 
President ashore is one of the fastest boats in 
the Navy. 
It is christened Queen Kapiohum 
and belongs to the Dispatch. 
Following the 
ex ample of the illustrious W ashington, Presi­ 
dent Harrison was rowed ashore iu the barge. 


THE LANDING. 
As lie stopped out of the boat the Presi­ 
dential salute of 21 guns was again given. 
The President was, received by • Governor 
Hill, Mayor G rant, Ham ilton Fish, Presi­ 
dent of the Central Committee, and W illiam 
G. Ham ilton, Chairm an of the Committee 
on States. 


ON TIIE EAST RIVER. 
Meanwhile the M erchants’ Division was 
“ doiug the grand ” on the East River. 
Both 
Divisions com bining into one, led by the 
Bergin, steamed up the liiver, a literal mass 
of bunting and flags. 
The flag-ship turned a 
stak e-boat just below the rock s at H unter’s 
Point and then came down the west side of 
the River round the Battery and up the East 
River, 


AT SUNSET TO DAY. 
On the Hudson, at sunset, all flags will 
flutter to deck s, aud a National salute will lie 
fired by all the war vessels. 
WENT OFF SMOOTHLY. 
Everything went off smoothly for a parade 
on the water, and great credit is due to the 
managem ent. 
It was a grand parade, and 
one that will probably never be witnessed 
again by the present generation. 
THE LANDING AND PROCESSION. 
W hen President H arrison landed at W all- 
street there was more or less hand shak ing 
aud the President was form ally introduced to 
several notable persons who were present. 
The procession was then formed in the order 
originally designed aud the start for 
the 
Equitable buildiug was made at 1:30 o’clock . 
Just as the Presidential carriage turned into 
Wall-street there was a delay of about 10 
minutes 
caused 
by

M ayor G rant and Governor Hill were 
warm ly greeted by the President. 
W hen the 
march was finally resum ed the cheering, 
which started at the foot of W all street, was 
continuous until Broadway was reached. 
There were several slight delays along the 
route, one of which occurred before the 
Custom House. 


A RAND EFFORT. 
A band stationed there took advantage of 
the opportunity to play “ My Country ”i’js of 
T hee,” but even the fullest power of the 
cornet was barely sufficient to mak e the in­ 
strum ent heard above the cheers. 


THE PRESIDENT’S ESCORT. 
The escort to the President was as follows:

10.40 the President and his family took seats 
in the car assigned to them, but the train did 
not start till 12.10, in deference to the Presi­ 
dent’s scruples against Sunday traveling. 


T h e New York papers announce that the 
city is full of confidence sharps or “ fakirs,” 
who work the bunco, soap, meerschaum, 
Mexican lily Seed, eighteen carat gold ring 
and other games, with which they are pre­ 
pared to beguile suckers. 
The stranger in 
New York needs simply to keep his eye on 
himself and invest in nothing but “ straight 
goods ” from established and reputable deal­ 
ers. 
The thieves have not been hauled in, as 
Inspector Byrnes had planned. 


Miss D e l a n o , the Patent office clerk from 
Massachusetts who was dismissed by order 
of Mr. Cleveland himself last fall for face­ 
tiously expressing the opinion that he was a 
“ pig” has been reinstated in her old position 
at $1,200 a year.

difficulty. 
Of course the ane with the largest 
array of millions would be preferred, and 
even a little trace of Irish blood in the veins 
of such an one would not be an objection. 


M a y o r G r a n t said the wires m ust come 
down and they did. 
Now the city of Mexico 
has heard of the Mayor, and her wires are 
falling too. 
Mayor Grant put a stop to the 
charging by the Centennial committee for 
places upon the stands in Union Square by 
suggesting that they had been placed there 
for the women and children and must be free, 
nnd all at once he became the most popular 
man in the city.

SAIL ON THE KILL VONKULL.

N e w -Y o r k , April 29.—New-York to-day 
begun the joyous celebration of its centennial 
festivitea. 
Old T rinity’s clock had scarcely 
rung in the gladsome time and its echoes had 
scarcely f&ded away in the historic neighbor­ 
hood which it overlooks when the streets 
round about took on an unaccustomed ap­ 
pearance. 
The crowds which had thronged 
the principal thoroughfares of the City all 
day yesterday to such an extent that travel 
was difficult and uncomfortable, began to 
show themselves to-day before morning had 
fairly broken and hour by hour the throngs 
increased. 
As the time for the formal opcn- 
of the exercises of the day drew near, the

New- 
York 
never 
saw 
the

before. 
The sun rose, this m orning, amid clouds 
and mist. 
In a short time, however, its rays 
chased away the clouds which in an hour re­ 
turned again. 
The wind was cold, and early 
risers were forced to button their overcoats 
tighter about them. 
By 7 o’clock the sun ap­ 
peared again in all its spleudor, only to be 
obscured once more. 
It seemed as if the

The people who were abroad appeared not to 
have evtry confidence in the promises of the 
Signal Office, however, and the m ajority of 
them carried umbrellas in expectation of sud­ 
den descendance of rain at uny moment. 
Adjutant Jay Gould W arner, representing 
the Veterans of 1812, at sunrise, hoisted the 
National flag on the old fort in the Park.

The scene was in every respect a novel 
one. 
Throughout the City on every street 
and avenue through which the military and 
civic parades will pass to-morrow and Wed­ 
nesday, decorators and carpenters were busy 
jutting touches to the holiday dress of pub­ 
ic and private buildings, and in driving the 
last nails into the thousands of stands, public 
and private, which line the route. 
Many 
were also engaged in repairing the ravages 
which the storm had made in the splendor of 
the flags and bunting which were flung to the 
uncanny breezes last week. 


T IIE DECORATIONS. 
Never before in the history of the country 
has there bt*en such a display of flags and 
bunting as that which, to day, greeted the 
citizen as lie left his home to view the 
first 
of 
the 
Centennial 
displays. 
The 
City 
is 
literally 
clothed 
in 
red. 
white 
and 
blue, the 
National emblem, 
there being everywhere evidence of lavish 
expenditure of money for decorations. 
To 
say that one mass of flags is handsomer than 
another is wholly unnecessary. 
Each drap­ 
ing is of splendid beauty, and loses its in di- 
viduality in the great cellection of artistic 
work. 
Of the buildings 
below the City 
Hall 
the 
most 
noticeable 
are 
those 
op|>osite 
the 
Equitable 
Building, 
the 
Drexel-Morgan building, the Custom House, 
the various exchanges aud last, but not least, 
the Sub-Treasury. 
The display at the last 
named place created an attraction for a large 
crowd of people. The eight massive columns 
in front of the buildings are entwined with 
flags and from each column a United States 
shield 
is 
displayed. 
The 
stand 
on 
which 
the 
exercises 
took 
place 
wai 
covered with numberless tastefully arranged 
flags and coats-of-arms. 
Large American 
flags cover the walls of the barge office and 
each wiudow is framed with the National 
emblem. 
The decorations at Trinity Church 
are rhainly about the entrances and consist of 
a simple but beautiful display of large flags. 
From a window in the sleeple protrudes a 
pole on which is suspended a large flag. The 
greater part of St. Paul’s decorations are in 
the center of the altar, Washington’s pew,and 
the windows and columns have all a draping 
of flags, while from the spire of the church 
floats two flags. 
The tablet to the memory 
of Gsucral Richard Montgomery, in front of 
the edifice, is tastefully draped. 
The decora­ 
tions or the City Hall are of a most artistic 
nature. 
Immediately over the entrance are 
eight American flags arranged in the form of 
half-rosettes. 
The balcony above is trimmed

Above the balcony is set a large picture 
representing a collection of colonial flags.

front has a base consisting of a half-rosette 
of flags and a coat-of-arms of some foreign

In the spaces between the 
windows appear the arms of the States. 
On 
the Broadway side of the building the win­ 
dows are draped as in the front, and two im­ 
mense flags are spread to their fullest extent 
across the top. 
The Post-Office, always in 
public demonstrations one of the finest dec- 
pj-gted buildings in the City, is even more 
elaborately decorated than It has heretofore 
been.

Every window Jn tfie As-

T r e n t o n , N. J., April 29.—The first faint 
gray streaks of dawn were visible as the 
Presidential train drew to a stop at YVest- 
Philadelphia, when a change of engines was 
made, No. 417 being hitched to the front and 
the first stop of consequence was made. The 
rain, which it wus hoped had been left be­ 
hind. was present, making the opening of 
the day misty and disagreeable. 
It had been

present as a few drops had been 
noticed before the train left Washington, but 
the hope had been indulged in that it was 
oidy a passing April shower and that its 
presence was but temporary.

leaving W ashington the train became the 
abode of sleep, every one following the ex­ 
ample of President Harrison, who did not 
wait until the cars rolled out of the station to 
seek repose.

TH E ARRIVAL AT TRENTON.

The fire-alarm signalled the en 
trance to the City of the train, and the echoes 
were taken up by the church bells, which 
were rung for 15 minutes. 
The City was 
lavishly decorated, and the population was 
more than doubled by people who poured in 
from all over the State and elsewhere.

In carriages to the Governor’s residence. 
The Governor’s house and grounds were elab­ 
orately decorated with the State flags and 
bunting, and the streets in the vicinity were 
packed with people. 
At the residence a 
breakfast was served.

The procession was in seven divisions.

W hen the Grand Army had passed the pro­ 
cession halted and the Presidential party

EM BARKED ON T IIE DISPATCH 


President Harrison

boat-house to the ship in a small-boat.

Cowles,was a perfect rainbow of bunting and 
ensigns.

TH E T R IP UP TH E BAY. 
W hile all were waiting for the word that 
President Harrison was coming, the deep 
boom of a gun suddenly arose above the hiss­ 
ing of stcaui and the swash of steamljoat 
puddles.

Hardly had this been accomplished 
when the Dispatch hove in sight. 
Following

guests and their families.

CANNON BOOMED. 
As the little war-ship emerged from the 
Kill Von Kull the yacht cannon began to 
boom in quick succession. First the National 
salute of 21 guns was tired and soon there 
was a perfect roar of cannon big and little, 
aud clouds of thick white smoke bung over 
tbe bay like a bank of sea fog. 
Belches of 
fire flashed through the smoke like streaks of 
lightning, giving the scene a lurid glare. The 
scene was a stirring one. 
Faintly above the 
roar of the cannon could be heard the 
shrill pipe of the boat’s whistles. 
On the 
revenue cutters, yachts and men-of-war in a 
trice sturdy tars manned the yards and cross- 
trees and with heads uncovered gave hearty 
American cheers as the Dispatch steamed 
slowly by.

TH E NAVAL PARADE. 
The arrangem ents for the Naval Parade 
were carried out to the letter. 
At 7 o’clock

miral Porter, General Schofield and repre­ 
sentatives ot the Centennial Committee, left 
the foot of East-Twenty-Sixth-street and guy 
with floating ‘flags, started dow D the East 
River <>u its trip to Eli/.nbeihport. where it 
met 
President Harrison and

party. 
Crowds

By this time ihe harbor was literally 
alive with sailing craft of every description 
rod whistles sounded and guns boomed 
salutes as the Dispatch picked its was on its 
course.

TH E PA RADE BEGIN3. 
As the President passed anchors were 
ripped and the great naval parade began. 
The war ships fell into line, followed by the 
est of the tieet. 
The first column passed up 
lie North River where it was dismissed and the 
second column of merchant vessels followed 
the Dispatch as it steamed up the East River to 
'anding at Wall-street. The route the Mer- 
liant Marine took was the course around 
Governor’s Island, along the east shore, pass­ 
ing the President’s boat on its starboard side 
and continuing up the East River to the stake 
boat off Newtown Creek, thence down the 
west shore around the Battery, up the North 
River to Forty-Second street; then returned 
to pass the flagship in review off Governor’s 
Island und was dismissed. 


SPECTACLE ALONG RIV E R FRONT. 
The spectacle along the River front was a 
beautiful oue, the procession of steamers lie- 
impressive. 
Thousands of spectators 
overed every point of view. 
The big bridge 
was thronged with people, nnd the top of 
very building was covered witli a black 
mas» of hum anity. 
Every wharf and pier, 
every sailing v e sse l In port,and all Uic f.m-ign 
steamers were decorated with bunting and 
crowded with sight-seers. 


T H E PR ESID EN T’S BAROE. 
On the arrival of the Dispatch opposite 
Wall-street ferry tbe ships anchored, and a 
barge, manned by a crew ot shipmasters from 
he Marine Society of the Port of New-York, 
with Captain Ambrose Snow, the President, 
as coxswain, went out to the vessel. 


NAMES OF TH E ROWERS. 
The names of the crew were: Captains G. 
I). S. Frask, Jam es Parker, J. Duer, Albert 
Spencer,G. A. Dearborn, Benjamin S. Marsh,

When President Harrison landed at Wall- 
street there was more or less hand shaking 
and the President was formally introduced to 
several notable persons who were present.

prize struggled for in last year s canvass, that the 
w inner would stand in th e place H arrison occupies 
and enjoy the respect and plaudit« he receives d ur­ 
ing this hundredth anniversary of the beginning or 
o u r Union. Such an addition to the ordinary s.awe 
of the Presidential contest w as well adapted to en­ 
hance the joys of victory— N ew Y ork Sun. 
It was an interesting question to the people 
when the Presidential canvass opened lust 
year, who should be the Centennial President 
—the man to stand in the place of George 
W ashington and inaugurate the second een 
tury of government by the people.

thought had been foremost in the minds of 
the people, it is not unlikely that among all 
the names presented to the two great national 
conventions between which rested the decis­ 
ion, the very man would have been accepted 
who is to stand to morrow where W ashing 
ton stood one hundred years before.

ANOTHER RAILROAD ROASTING. 


The deadly’car stove has got in its work in 
Canada in time to cast a shadow of gloom 
over the festivities of the Centennial.

express train heavily laden w ith passengers 
from Chicago ran off the track early yester­ 
day m orning near H am ilton. 
The engiue 
struck a water tank and turned over, and the 
passenger cars dashed against it. The smoker 
and the foremost day coach w ere telescoped 
and immediately set on fire. 
Eighteen of the 
im prisoned passengers were burned beyond 
recognition and had not been identified up to 
last night. 
T wo others who were killed are 
know n to be Rudolph J. Deerer of Chicago 
and L. S. Gurney of Brooklyn.

with 
the 
exception of two sleepers at the rear, which 
did not leave the track and were easily de­ 
tached. 
It was one o’clock in the afternoon 
before the flames were extinguished and the 
charred liodies removed. 
Fifteen were men 
and three women. 
T hey were all placed in 
th e Morgue. 
It is know n th at no Canadians 
w ere am ong the victim s. 
T hey were all 
from the West, and were going to the Cen­ 
tennial celebration at Now Y ork. 
The list 
o f injured numbers twelve. 
Some of them 
are badly hurt, but it is believed that they 
w ill ail recover. 
I t was the car stove th at did it. 
Except 
for this the passengers w ould nearly all have 
been saved. 
A fter the crash was over and 
the shattered train at rest, the crowds of peo­ 
ple from the neighborhood were compelled to 
stand helplessly by and see the doomed vic­ 
tim s roasted to death. 
Is there never to lie 
an end of this peculiar and needless horror ? 


THE DAY WE CELEBRATE. 


Centennials have followed thick and fast 
during the last sixteen years. 
They began 
on a national scale w ith the Boston Tea 
P a rty in 1873, and we have since had cele­ 
brations of victories, defeats, and notably of 
the declaration of independence, the surren­ 
d er of Cornwallis, and the adoption of the 
constitution. 
To-morrow we reach the date 
of the crowning act, the establishm ent of 
popular governm ent and the inauguration of 
the first President. 
T his is to be celebrated 
in New 
York with an 
enthusiastic 
in­ 
terest that has 
probably had no parallel 
km ong the anniversary events th at have pre­ 
ceded if. 
The whole nation, apparently, will 
endeavor to crowd itself into the m etrop­ 
olis, 
and 
for 
the 
first 
time 
in 
its 
history 
the 
greatest 
city 
on 
the 
continent will appear small. 
In fact, it had 
not calculated on the magnitude of the affair 
until it waa too late. 
Philadelphia did bet­ 
ter for the Independence Centennial, for its 
arrangements were sufficiently broad to per­ 
mit everybody to come, stay as long as he 
pleased, be comfortably entertained, and go 
away with a new impression of the greatness 
pf the nation. 
New-York missed a magnifl- 


cent opportunity iu arranging for little more 
than a festival and an entertainm ent that is 
to cover at the longest three days. 
T he visi­ 
tor will have very little opportunity to see 
N ew Y ork, a 
city 
whose 
grow th and 
grandeur Is one of I he proudest products of 
national independence and free governm ent. 
A program m e of exhibits, displays, parades 
and festivities covering a half m onth would 
not have been too long for the crow ds that 
are com ing to celebrate the last centennial 
of the revolutionary period. 
Com ing centennials will lie few and chief­ 
ly of a local character. 
Philadelphia will 
celebrate the removal of the national govern­ 
ment to that city in 1891, and W ashington 
will probably do the same in 1900. 
Then 
there will be the admission of the new states, 
and later the events of the second w ar with 
Great Britain, in which the United States was 
indebted for success largely to the strength 
of the navy and a succession of brilliant vic­ 
tories upon the ocean and lakes. 
A nd chil 
dren 
are 
alive 
and 
all 
around 
us 
who 
will 
participate 
in 
the 
centen 
nial celebration of the great events of our 
w ar for the preservation of the Union. 
The 
generation that shall be alive in the m iddle of 
the nineteenth century will not fail to prop­ 
erly m agnify and glorify the m ost brilliant 
m ilitary achievements iu the w orld’s history, 
the heroes and statesmen of that suprem e 
crisis for liberty, or the gigantic steps of 
progress in behalf of civilization and hu­ 
m anity that were taken when the em ancipa­ 
tion proclam ation was sent forth and the 
“ w ar am endments ” were engrafted upon our 
constitution.

ANOTHER RAILROAD ROAST TNG. 


The deadly’car stove has got in its work in 
Canada in time to cast a shadow of gloom 
over the festivities of the Centennial. 
An 
express train heavily laden with passengers 
from Chicago ran off the track early yester­ 
day morning near Hamilton. The engine 
struck a water tank and turned over, and the 
passenger cars dashed against it. The smoker 
and the foremost day coach were telescoped 
and immediately set on fire. 
Eighteen of the 
imprisoned passengers were burned beyond 
recognition and had not been identified up to 
last night. 
Two others who were killed are 
known to be Rudolph J. Deerer of Chicago 
and L. S. Gurney of Brooklyn.

off. The 
train 
of 
ten 
cars 
was 
burned up 
with

exception of two sleepers at the rear, which 
did not leave the track and were easily de­ 
tached. 
It was one o’clock in the afternoon 
before the flames were extinguished and the 
charred lmdies removed. 
Fifteen were men 
and three women. 
They were all placed in 
the Morgue. 
It is known that no Canadians 
were among the 
victims. They were

from the West, and were going to

tennial celebration at New York.

are badly hurt, but it is believed that they 
will ail recover. 
It was the car stove that did it.

for this the passengers would nearly all have 
been saved.

The Kokh of People From this city to the 
M etropolis—When General W ashing­ 
ton Was in Kingston—Other 
Minor Notes by the Way. 
Tbc exodus of people from this City to at­ 
tend the Washington Centennial celebration 
in New-York, began in earnest yesterday. 
Many went by train but more by boat. When 
the steamboat James W. Baldwin left its 
dock here at 6 o’clock last night it had on 
board an unusually large number of passen­ 
gers, who were alluded to by an individual 
on the dock as “ Centennial Boomers.” Four 
hours later the steamer “ City of Kingston,’’ 
wilh many people on board, took its depar 
ture for the Metropolis, where it took part in 
the great Merchant Marine Naval Purade to­ 
day. The “ Kingston” held a conspicuous 
place in the water parade. It was in the 
first squadron of the first division, and its 
decks were crowded with people. This

Powell led in the water parade, it being the 
first boat after the Vice Admiral’s flagship. 
The members of the Fourteenth Separate 
Company inarched through Kondout, this 
forenoon, and crossed the Hudson River to 
Rhinecliif. on the ferry-boat Transport. 
They went to New-York via. the Hudson 
River Railroad. They made a fine appear­ 
ance. To-night the steamer “ City of Kings­ 
ton ” will leave its dock here at 9 o’clock for 
the Metropolis, where it will remain until 6 
o’clock p . m. to-morrow, in order to give its 
patrons from this City and other places along 
the Hudson, an opportunity of seeing the 
military parade.

CLEVELAND NOT PRESENT. 
Ex-President Cleveland was not present 
and his seat, beside ex-President Hayes, was 
filled by C. M. Depew.

Kingston was honored by a visit from 
George Washington in 1782, while he was 
Commander-In-Chief of the American forces. 
The American and French armies had formed 
a junction on the Hudson River near West- 
Point, and Washington, while on his way 
from New-Jereey to West-Point by a circuit­ 
ous route,passed up through the Wawarsing 
valley as supposed, to Marbletown, und from 
thence to Kingston. On November 15. 1782, 
he stopped at Stone Ridge, with Colonel Cor 
nelius Wynkoop, an old companion-in-arms. 
That house is still standing. On November 
16, he proceeded to Kingston. At Old Hur­ 
ley village he found the street nearly blocked 
with a crowd of people who had 
assembled 
to 
greet him. 
Matthew 
TenEyck] for the Trustees of the freeholders 
and inhabitants of the town of Hurley, made 
an addess of welome Among other things 
he said their hearts were “deeply sensible of 
the signal services you have rendered our 
common country by a conduct, resolution and 
courage so happily combined and so dignified 
by tbe noblest virtues, that the latest poster­ 
ity shall revere you as the protector of the 
country. * * * We cannot refrain from 
joining in the universal applause that awaits 
such distinguished merit. May Your Excel­ 
lency enjoy the greatest possible blessings 
that heaven can bestow; may you always be 
crowned with sucoes*; * * * and after 
living, a blessing to mankind, be rewarded 
with endless happiness in the mansions of the 
righteous.”WELCOMED IN KINGSTON. 
On Washington’s arrival in Kingston lie was 
met by a large concourse of people. The 
Trustees, with Henry J. Sleght as their 
speaker, welcomed him. Mr. Sleght, among 
other things, said: “To a people, whose* 
principles of liberty were early decided, and 
whose actions have been corresponding, the 
appearance of a character among them, who 
by his wisdom has directed and by his 
fortitude has led the armies of America 
to victory and success, affords a j»y more 
sensibly felt tliau is in the power 
of language to express. * * * We trust, 
it is our prayer, that the same benign Provi­ 
dence which has hitherto guided will en­ 
able you speedily to terminate the present 
conflict in tlie unmolested glorv aud freedom 
of this extended empire. When that day 
shall arrive aud the welfare of your country 
prevail, may you then exchange the fatigues 
of the camp for the sweets of domestic re­ 
tirement, may your well-earned fame run 
parallel with time and your felicity last 
through eternity.” 
Washington’s r eply. 
General Washington replied as follows : 
Your polite and friendly reception of me 
proves your sincerity. While I view with 
indignation the marks of a wanton and cruel 
enemy, I perceive with the highest satisfac­ 
tion that the heavy calamity which befel this 
flourishing settlement seems but to have 
added to the patriotic spirit of its inhabitants; 
and that a new-born town is fast rising out 
of tlie ashes of the old. That you and your 
worthy constituents may long enjoy that free­ 
dom for which you have so nobiy contended 
is my sincere wish.” 
LISTENED TO ADDRESS. 
General Washington also listened to an 
address by tbe Consistory of the church in 
Kingston to which he made a fitting reply. 
ATTENDED A BALL. 
Tlie General and his staff proceeded to the 
public house of Evert Bogardus where rooms 
were furnished. This hotel stood on tlie 
present site of the resilience of Mrs. William 
F. Romer, corner Fair-street and Maiden 
Lane. It was a leading public house in the 
village. It had been burned during the 
Revolution but was rebuilt. At this house 
the first Assembly of the State organized and 
transacted its business in 1777. After the 
Revolution 
it was the 
headquarters 
of tlie Federal party. Commencement din­ 
ners of Kingston Academy were held (here. 
There was great rejoicing in Kingston at the 
visit of Washington. The General and staff 
took dinner at-the bouse of Judge Dirck 
Wynkoop in Green-street. This house is still 
standing on the southerly side of Green 
street, near Pearl. It is a two-story double 
house built of stone. In the evening a ball 
was given at the Bogardus House, ail the so­ 
ciety ladies of Kingston being present. 
Washington came in the room during the 
evening, greeted tlie ladies and chatted in his 
stately way with some of them, lie retired 
early. 
TRADITIONS. 
It is a tradition that he visited the 
Tappen House, on North Front-street. This 
house stood on the site of the present Bern­ 
stein building, now corner of Wall and 
Noith Front-streets. It has also been said 
that Washington passed the night there. The 
General left Kingston the next day and pro­ 
ceeded down the Hudson, presumably passing 
through Rosendale. There is also o tradition 
tluxt the General was entertniued at the old 
Ilutzer homestead, now known as the Cornell 
place, by Colonel llardenbergh, a Revolu 
tionary officer.

A NOVEL SCENE. 
The scene was in every respect a novel 
one. 
Throughout the City on every street 
and avenue through which the military and 
civic intruded will pass to morrow and Wed­ 
nesday, decorators and car|s nlers arere busy 
putting touches to the holiday dress of pub­ 
lic and private buildings, and in driving Hu­ 
las! nails into the thousands of stands, public 
anti private, which line the route. 
Many 
were also engaged in repairing tho ravages 
which the storm had made in the splendor of 
the Hags and bunting which were dung lo the 
uncanny breezes last week. 


THE DECORATIONS. 
Never I ie fore in the history of the country 
lias there been such a display of flairs and 
hunting as that which, today, greeted the 
cilizeu as he left his home to view the 
first 
of 
the Centennial 
displays. 
The 
City 
is 
literally 
clothed 
in 
red, 
white 
aud blue, the 
National emblem, 
there being everywhere evidence of Juvish 
expenditure of money for decorations. 
To 
say that one mass of flags is handsomer than 
another is wholly unnecessary. 
Each drap­ 
ing is of splendid beauty, and loses its in di- 
viduality in the great cellection of artistic 
work. 
Of the buildings 
below the City 
Hall 
the 
most 
noticeable 
are 
those 
op|iosite 
the Equitable 
Building, 
the 
Drexel Morgan building, the Custom House, 
the various exchanges and last, lait not least, 
the Sub-Treasury. 
The display at the lust 
named place created an attraction for a large 
crowd of people. The eight massive columns 
iu front of the buildings are entwined with 
flags and from eac h column a United Slates 
shield 
is 
displayed. 
The 
stand 
on 
which 
the 
exercises 
took 
place 
was 
covered with numberless tastefully arranged 
flags and coats-of arms. Large American 
flags cover the walls of the large office and 
each window is framed with the National 
emblem. 
The decorations at Trinity Church 
are mainly about Hie entrances and consist of 
a simple but lieautiful display of large flags. 
From a window iu the sleeple protrudes a 
pole on which is suspended a large flag. The 
greater purt of St. Paul’s decorations are in 
the center of the altar, Washington's pew,and 
the windows and columns have all a draping 
of flags, while from the spire of the church 
floats two fla^s. 
The tablet to the memory 
of Gsueral Hil liard Montgomery, in front of 
the edifice, is tastefully drafted. 
The decora 
Bons o« tho City Hall are of a most artistic 
nature. 
Immediately over the entrance are 
eight American flags arranged in the form of 
half rosettes. 
The balcony above is trimmed 
Rh 
a 
shield, 
surrounded 
by half a 
dozen 
small 
flags. 
and 
in 
the 
centre is a portrait of General Washington. 
Above the balcony Is set a large picture 
representing a collection of colonial flags. 
It 
is planked on either side bv triangularly- 
draped flags mid each corner of the central 
extension of the building is hidden beneath 
the folds of a large flag. Each window in the 
front bas a baae consisting of a half rosette 
of flags and a coat of arms of some foreign 
country 
and 
above 
them float 
small 
colonial flags. 
In the spaces between the 
windows appear the arms of the States. 
On 
the Broadway side of the building the win­ 
dows are draped as in the front, and two im­ 
mense flags are spread lo their fullest extent 
across the top. 
The Post office, always in 
public demonstrations one of the finest dee­ 
pfried buildings in the Citv, is even more 
elaborately 4fcorated than It bas heretofore 
been.

in such numbers that the effect is couspieii- 
ous but beautiful, 
Every window ju tjie As­ 
tor House floats a good sized American flag, 
aud over the Broadway entrance are tasteful­ 
ly draped two large flags.

building the decorations consist of a large 
rosette placed at the top of the building and 
13 streamers, each about 300 feet long, bang 
from 
the rosette to the sides of the 
building.

T r e n t o n , N . J., April 29.—Tin- first faint 
gray streaks of dawn were visible as the 
Presidential train dsew to a stop at West 
Philadelphia, when a change of engines win 
made, No. 417 iK-ing bitched to the front and 
the first stop of consequence was made. The 
rain, which it was hoped had been left lie 
hind, was present, making the opening of 
the day misty and disagreeable. 
It had been 
ever present as a few drops had been 
noticed before the train left Washington, hut 
the hojie had been indulged in that it was 
only a passing April shower and that its 
presence was hut temporary.

are badly hurt, but it is believed th at they 
will ail recover. 
It was the car stove that di«l it.

for this the passengers would nearly all have 
been saved. 
After the crash was over and 
the shattered train at rest, the crowds of peo­ 
ple from the neighborhood were com pelled to 
stand helplessly by and see the doom ed vic­ 
tims roasted to death.

General W ashington ul-o listened to an 
address by the Consistory of the church in 
Kingston lo which he made a fitting reply. 
ATTENDED A BALL. 
The General and Iii* staff proceeded to the 
public bouse of Evert Bogardus where room* 
were furnished. 
This hotel stood on the 
present site of the residence of M n. William 
F. Homer, corner Fair street and Maiden 
Ijnic. 
It wa* a leading public house in the 
village. 
It had been burned during the 
Revolution but was rebuilt. 
At this house 
the first Assembly of Mr* State organized and 
tram-acted it* business in 1777.

There was great rejoicing in Kingston at the 
visit of W ashington. 
The General and staff 
took diuner at- the bouse of Judge Direk 
W ynkoop in Green street. 
This house is still 
standing on the southerly side of Green- 
street, near Pearl. 
It Is a two story double 
house built of atone. 
In the evening a ball 
wiw given at the Bogardus House, all the so­ 
ciety ladies of 
Kingston 
tieing present. 
W ashington came in the room during the 
evening, greeted the ladies and chatted in his 
stately way with some of them. 
He retired 
early. 
TRADITIONS. 
It is a tradition 
that he visited 
the 
Tappen House, on North Front street. 
This 
bouse stood on the site of the present Bern 
stein building, now corner of W all and 
Noi th Front-st reels. 
It ha* also been said 
that W ashington passed the night there. The 
General left Kingston the uext day and pro­ 
ceeded down the Hudson, presumably p acin g 
through Rosendale. 
There is also a tradition 
tliat the General was entertained at the old 
Rutzer homestead, now known as the Cornell 
place, by Colonel Hardcnbergh, a Revolu­ 
tionary officer.
